The Minister of Labor has issued 
® reassuring statement as to the 
prospect that the railways will 
continue to function as usual, That 
it was needed is obvious. The fact 
that a strike has occurred on the 
roads across the line, and that cor- 
responding reductions in pay are 
announced to take place on the 
Canadian roads, has brought abou 
a critical state of affairs. There 
have been threats from heads of 
the employees’ organizations, and 
responses from railway executives, 
which have done less to better the 
outlook for peace than to impress 
the public with the probability of 
a deadlock. An impartial recital 
of the facts of the situation was 
timely. 

The Minister does not claim, of 
course, that a strike on the Cana- 
dian roads is a purely imaginary 
menace or that it is even a strongly 
improbable development. But he 
does point out thrt it has not oc- 
curred yet; and that there is a 
reasonable chance that it will not 
occur, There are eight or nine con- 
ciliation boards at present trying 
to arrange an adjustment of wages 
that will be acceptable to both the 
employees and the railway man- 
agements, and neither side seems 
to have a disposition to precipitate 
trouble by defying the law and act- 
ing without regard to the arbitra- 
tion proceedings. Whatever comes 
as vet there is peace, and a mutual 
willingness to try for a peaceful 
arrangement, 

By contrast with the proceed- 
ings across the border the situa- 
tion in Canada is favorable to all 
parties. There hundreds of thou- 
sands of railway employees are 
idle, earning nothing, spending 
their savings, and drifting toward 
the riotous conditions which al- 
most inevitably develop out of a 
widepread strike. The railway 
managements have been carrying 
on as they could, but under cir- 
cumstances which can be neither 
pleasant nor profitable. The pub- 
lic in some sections of the country 
are doing their travelling when 
they can catch a train. Freight 
haulage does not appear to have 
been crippled in any general way, 
perhaps because this is the slack 
season, 

There is no immediate prospect 
of a restoration on the United 
States roads of the normal condi- 
tions which continue to exist on 
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His Majesty, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate and House of Commons of Can- 
ada, enacts as follows :-— 

1. This Act may be cited as The Canadian 

Wheat Board Act, 1922. 
} 2. The Governor in Council may appoint a 
Board to be known as The Canadian Wheat Board, 
| hereinafter called ‘‘the Board,’’ which shall con- 
| sist of not more than ten members, dne of whom 
| shall be nominated by the Governor in Council as 
| Chairman of the Board, who shall be the chief 
executive officer: and another member shall be 
; nominated by the Governor in Council as Assis- 
| tant Chairman, who shall have and exercise the 
| powers and duties of the Chairman in his absence 
3. The Chairman and Assistant Chairman shal] 
| be paid such salaries as the Governor in Council 
| may difect, and the other members of the Board 
shall be paid such allowances for days actually 
engaged in the duties of the Board as the Gover 
nor in Council may direct; also travelling and liv 
ing expenses while travelling on the business of 
the Board, but otherwise shall receive no remun- 
eration; Provided that such salaries, allowances 
or expenses shall be payable only out of the pro- 
ceeds of sales as hereinafter authorized. 

4. The members of the Board shall be a cor- 
poration under the corporate name aforesaid. 

5. The Board may from time to time appoint 
an executive committee of not less than three of 
its members, of whom the Chairman shall be one, 
and may assign to such executive committee any 
duties or powers competent to the Board. 

6, The Board shall have power throughout 

Canada to receive and take delivery of wheat for 
marketing as offered by the producer or other 
person having possession of or being entitled to 
deliver the same; to buy end sell wheat; to trans- 
port and market wheat; and moreover, the Board 
may sell any quantity of wheat which it may pos- 
sess in excess of domestic requirements to purchas- 
ers overseas or in foreign countries at such prices 
as may be obtainable. 

7. Sales of wheat to Canadian millers and other 
eereal manufacturers shall be on the same basis 
with respect to price, term of delivery, etcetera, 
as sales to foreign buyers, either for immediate or 
future delivery. Provided that such wheat is. to 
be milled or manufactured in Canada, and the 
purchaser when required must give proof of its 
manufacture in Canada. 

8. The Board shall have power to take such 
steps fs, in its discretion, it may deem advisable 
for the fulfilment of bona fide contracts for the 
sale and purchase of wheat outstanding at the 
time when this Act shall come into operation ; such 
outstanding contracts shall be intimated to the 
Board within fifteen days of said date. 

9. The Board shall have power to receive ad- 
vances of money for the general purchases of the 
Board from any provinee, or from any bank, cor- 
poration or individual: upon such terms as may be 
stipulated, with the approval of the Governor in 
Council. 

10. The Board shall have capacity to receive, 
have, enjoy and exercise such further powers or 
rights as may be conferred upon it by the legis- 
lature of any province with relation to any matter 
¢onnected with the purchase, acquisition, sale or 
marketing of wheat, and within the legislative 
authority of the province. 

11. The Board may at the time of delivery or at 
any time thereafter, make advances to the produc- 
ers or other persons delivering wheat to the board 
at such rate per bushel according to grade or 
quality an place of delivery as shall be set out in 
a schedule or schedules to be prepared by the 
Board and approved by the Governor in Council 
or by such authority as the Governor in Counce! 
may prescribe, and may issue to such persons cer- 
tificates of participation in the proceeds, 

12. Deliveries of wheat may be taken from, 
through or by the use of such agents or grain com- 
panies or organizations as the Board may see fit, 
and may be at such points in Canada, at the sea- 
board or otherwise, as the Board may direct, and 
the Board may pay to such agents or grain com- 
panies or organizations handling wheat, or deliv- 
ering wheat to the Board, such commissions, stor- 

~age and other charges as the Board, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor in council, or such other 
authority as he may preseribe, may deem proper. 

18. As soon as the Board shall have received 
payment in full for all wheat delivered to the 
Board during the operations of any season there 
shall be deducted from the proceeds of all moneys 
disbursed by or on behalf of the Board for ex- 
penses or otherwise as payments connected with 
or incident to the operations of the Board for or

during that season, including the remuneration, 
allowances, travelling and living expensos of the 
Chairman, Assistant-Chairman or other members 
of the Board as hereinafter provided ; also the sul 
aries, pay or allowances of the clerks, employees 
or assistants engaged by the Board, and the bai 
ance shall be distributed pro rata ainong all pro- 
ducers and others holding participation certifi- 
cates, ; 

14. The Board, with the approval of the Gover- 
nor in Council, may ‘make such regulations as it 
deems necessary for the purpose of fully and effee- 
tively carrying out the objects and provisions of 
this Act, and, but not so as to restrict in any way 
the generality of the foregoing terms of this sec 
tion’ may make regulations :— 

(a) for appointing representativos in different 
parts of Canada or overseas, or in any for- 
eign country, for assisting the work of tho 
Board, and for reporting to the Board such 
information as the regulations may require ; 
to authorize the engaging of clerks, em- 
ployees and assistants and paying their 
salaries ; 
providing for the forms and contents of par- 
ticipation certificates, vouchers or docu- 
ments of title to be held by producers and 
others delivering wheat to the Board, for 
the conditions of negotiability of the same, 
for the substitution of the same for other 
vouchers, and generally establishing such 
system as may in the judgment of the 
Board be necesary for the security and 
equitable treatment of all persons concern- 
ed in the delivery and sale of wheat and in 
the carrying out of this Act; 
fixing dates up to which, and not beyond 
which the Board will take deliveries at dif- 
ferent places in Canada ; 
determining the requisites of delivery to 
the Board, 

15. It shall be the duty of the Board to use its 
best endeavors to sell and dispose of the wheat 
which it may acquire or which may come into its 
possession for the best price that may be obtain 
able therefor, and to realize the proceeds: aceur 
ately to keep proper books of account showing 
quantities and grades of wheat received, the price 
realized therefor, and such other particulars as 
may be requisite for a full and just accounting 
and for the equitable distribution of the net pro 
ceeds. 

16. The Government of Canada shall not be re- 
sponsible for any deficits that may oceur in the 
operations of the Board in concurring provinces 
and should a surplus occur it shall be divided 
among the concurring provinces on a pro-rata 
basis. ; 

17, The operations of the Board under the pow- 
ers conferred by this Act shall not extend beyond 
the 15th day of August, 1923, except for the pur- 
poses of sale, realization of assets: collections, pay- 
ments, distribution of proceeds, and generally for 
the winding up of the affairs and business of the 
Board unless on or before the first day of July, 
1923, the operation of this Act for all purposes be 
extended by order of the Governor in Council for 
one year from the date first mentioned in this sec- 
tion, 

18. Nothing in this Aet shall be deemed to inter. 
fere with, prevent or affect the sale of seed wheat 
by one farmer to another farmer, or affect or in- 
terfere with the Seed Purchasing Commission of 
the Department of Agriculture or the sale of seed 
wheat to such Commission or otherwise, or the re- 
tention or distribution in various parts of Canada 
of such wheat as may be necessary for seed in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and twenty-three, 

19, This Act shall come into operation as soon 
as two or more of the provinces shall have enacted 
such legislation as the Governor in Council may 
consider necessary or adequate to enable the 
Board to havevor enjoy such of the powers, rights 
and privileges which were possessed by the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board as constituted'by the orders-in- 
council of 31st July, 1919, and 18th August, 1919, 
as the Governor in Council considers the Board 
should possess in order to make its operations com- 
prehensive and effective for the purposes in.
